POLITICAL. 
The Subodh Sindhu (Khandwa), of the 16th December, Circulation, 


in commenting upon the war, observes 7° “oe 
| that Theebaw was entitled to indul- 
gence in consideration of his unconditional surrender. His 
deposition, after he had thrown himself on the tender mercies 
of the Government of India, will not much conduce to ita 
glory. But ‘Might is Right.’ The punishment inflicted on 
Theebaw is quite disproportionate to his faults. But his depo- 
sition is an accomplished fact and cannot be undone. Now 
the best policy for the Government of India is to place an- 
other Burman prince on the throne and appoint a Resident 
‘at Mandalay. 


The Naiyar-i-Asam (Moradabad), of the 14th Decem- Circulation, 
ber, adverting to the occupation of 7 ‘Pies. 
Burma by the British army, ob- 
serves that the occupation need not cause any uneasiness 
to native princes. The country had no connection with 
foudatory India, but was foreign State like Afghanistén.

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The state of things there was simply deplorable. Under 
British rule the country will enjoy all the advantages of 
good government. The ultimate destination of Theebaw is 
not yet known. But the Natyar is of opinion that he should 
be located somewhere in the North-Western Provinces or 
the Panjéb. The more away he is from the sea-coast the 
better. 


The Rozdnah (Lucknow), of the 18th December, is opposed 


to annexation of Burma, and recom- 
mends the transfer of the kingdom 
to an able and loyal prince of the Burman royal family. 
Lord Ripon is quite right in saying that annexation would 
largely increase British connection with the eastern world. 
Though friendly relations subsist between China and England 
at present, a dispute may arise at any moment in case of the 
approximation of their frontiers. Such a situation would be 
full of danger when there is another powerful rival on the 
north-western frontier. Moreover, the annexation of Burma 
would have an evil effect on the minds of Native Chiefs. 
Some Anglo-Indian and native newspapers have already begun 
to compare Lord Dufferin’s policy with Lord Dalhousie’s, 


and it is needless to say that the spread of such sentiments is 
highly objectionable on political grounds.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.

White to the Directorship ment is so anxious to protect heaven~- 
ore vee born§ Civilians and is animated by 
such a brotherly feeling that it does not care at all for jus- 
tice, It has disgraced itself and disappointed natives 
by its unsatisfactory and mischievous decision in Mr, Laid- 
man’s case, and its conduct has been equally unsatisfactory also 
inanother case. Inthe latter case the victim is: not-a native, 
buta European. The appointment of Mr, White, Civilian, to the 
Directorship of Public Instruction has evoked general opposition 
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and diseontent, and involved great injustice to Mr. Nesfield, 
Inspector of Schools in Qudh, who had the best claim to the 
office. Mr. Nesfield forwarded a memorial to the Local Govern- 
ment, protesting against Mr. White’s appointment and urging 
his own claims; but His Honor replied that the appoint- 
ment was made on special grounds, and that Mr. Nesfield 
stood fourth on the list of educational officers. Mr. Nesfield 
appealed to the Supreme Government in vain: he was 
tuld that he wae not qualified for the Directorship. He 
asked the Local Government for a copy of its report to the 
Government of India and the orders of the latter, but the 
copy was refused. The question is what special qualifica- 
tions Mr. White has for the office, and why Mr. Nesfield 
is unfit. Formerly Mr. Nesfield held the office of the Di- 
rector of Public Instruction in British Burma and in Oudh, 
and performed his duties to the satisfaction of Government. 
Mr. White’s appointment to the office in question is really 
due to the circumstance that he is a Civilian and also shares 
the religious views of the head of the Local Government 
according to general report. To all appearance there is nothing 
ip common between the duties of the Collector and the Di- 
rector of Public Instruction. Although a Civilian is generally 
credited with a capacity for playing manifold réles, the part 
of an educational officer must prove a very difficult one to 
him to play. Sir Alfred Lyall has only cared to win the good- 
will of the Civil Service, but he has shown little sympathy 
with the people. The narrow-mindedness exhibited by His 
Honor in Mr. Laidman’s and Mr. Nesfield’s cases could not 
be expected even from Sir Rivers Thompson with all his 
faults. The public is most deeply interested in the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, and therefore it has a special 
right to comment on the suitability or otherwise of the 
selections made to fill vacancies inthe Department The 
Hindustdnt does not mean that Mr. White has no good quali« 
ties or administrative talents, but that, as he has had nothing 
to do with educational matters since he left sehoul, he was 
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not the proper man to be placed at the head of the Educa- 
tional Department, especially at the present time, when the 
question of the establishment of a local University is upon 
the tapis. A University established by the Local Govern- 
ment in consultation with such aninexperienced man may prove 
a mere farce. 


The same paper, of the 18th December, says that Sir 
Local Government and Alfred Lyall’s Government has, by 
Mr. Laidman. its conduct on more than ‘one occa- 
sion, clearly shown that it will always espouse the cause 
of Civilians in utter disregard of justice. It appears’ to 
exist only for their protection. The Civilians in this part 
of the country are very obstinate and commit such acts 
of highhandedness as would not be readily believed. The 
misfortune is that neither the fourth estate nor the public 
opinion here is as yet of any great influence. But for this 
very reason the officers should be the more careful in the 
performance of their responsible duties, for the least negligence 
on their part may lead to serious consequences, In all dis- 
putes between Civilians and other people, Native or European, 
Sir Alfred Lyall’s Government has invariably sided with the 
former. It is a matter of satisfaction that these provinces 
will now be saved the miseries of his administration soon. 
His Honor’s Resolution in Mr. Laidman’s case has now 
been published. He has made light of the proceedings of the 
High Court, attached great importance to the memorial got 
up by Civilians at Dehra Dun in Mr, Laidman’s favour, 
and let off Mr. Laidman scot-free. The Chief Justice express- 
ed great dissatisfaction at Mr. Laidman’s misconduct, while 
Sir Alfred Lyall considers the charges preferred against 
him as false and malicious and praises him for his ability. 
Lord Reay, Governor of Bombay, debarred a Civilian 
from promotion for two years simply for his not allowing 
a native to travel in the same railway-carriage with him. 
On the other hand, Sir Alfred Lyall has inflicted no 
punishment whatever ona brother Civilian for an offence

which was proved before the High Court. The Hindus- 


tdnt cannot find words strong enough to condemn the > 


Lieutenant-Governor’s shameful action. He has shown him- 
self unworthy of the popular confidence. He has not only 
shown himself lacking in his duty and brought himself into 
disrepute, but he has also affixed a dark stain on British jus- 
tice. It must be the earnest prayer of every unprejudiced 
person that his admimstration should terminate soon. He 
has not shown himself fit for the high office to which he was 
elevated by his good fortune. He has much lowered British 
prestige before the eyes of the native community. Can Lord 
Dufferin afford to view this state of things with indifference? 
All native public associations should be up and doing : they 
should take measures to lay Sir Alfred Lyall’s proceedings 
in the case in question before the British public. 


The Najmu-l-Akhbdr (Etawah), of the 16th December, 
sean Hearsey’s trial in the High Court, it 
was clearly proved that Mr. Laidman was accustomed to 
abuse natives in court. But soon after the termination of 
the trial Mr. Laidman went home on leave. It was generally 
believed that, on his return from leave, the Local Government 
would take serious notice of his misconduct. But it would 
appear that his visit to England has entirely absolved him 
from all his sins just as a Musalmén is purified by a pilgrim- 
age to Mecca anda Hindu by a dip in the holy waters of 
the Ganges! Far from inflicting any punishment on him, 
the Local Government does not concur in the decision of 
the High Court and bears testimony to his courteous con- 
duct towards natives! Sir Alfred Lyall’s action is viewed 
with hatred throughout the country and is ascribed to race 
feeling. Probably His Honor has been deceived by the 
Dehra Din memorial in favour of Mr. Laidman. Local 
authorities can have no difficulty in getting up such memo- 
rials. Mr. Laidman should be undoubtedly punished, in 
order to deter other officers from abusing natives,

During his short Indian visit’"he was able to 
acquire much useful information, and since his return bome 
has evinced considerable interest in the affairs of this country. 
He has strongly urged the appointment of a parliamentary 
committee of enquiry into the government of India, and 
it is beyond the shadow of a doubt that great good will 
accrue from such an enquiry. In the last century, Mr. Pitt, 
Mr. Burke, and Mr. Fox devoted a great deal of their valu- 
able time to the consideration of Indian affairs. Leading Mem- 
bers of Parliament would do well to follow Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s example and pay short visits to this country. 
There can hardly be two opinions that England’owes her 
present high position among European countries to her con- 
nection with India, and, therefore, Englishmen would only 
consult their own interests in improving the condition of 
natives. Full effect has not yet been given to the Acts of 
Parliament relating to this country. It may be hoped that 
Lord Dufferin will give all possible aid to Lord Randolph 
Churchill in carrying out his proposal for the appointment of 
a parliamentary committee of enquiry.

Natives of other provinces have sat in the Council, but the 
honour has yet been denied to Oudh. 


The Oudh Akhbdr (Lucknow), of the 16th December, 
regrets to say that, in spite of express 
prohibition, by the Indian Penal Code, 
section 374, of compulsory labour, the evil obtains throngh- 
out the country, especially in the upper provinces. Carts 
and coclies are pressed in service by tabsildars’ chaprasis in 
broad daylight. Ifa tahsildar is unable to provide necessary 
carriage for official camps, he is condemned as unfit and 
incurs the displeasure of his superiors. Compulsory labour 
has become almost an established institution of the country, 
and therefore complaints are made only when the evil occa- 
sionally assumes large dimensions. The universal impress- 
ment of labourers during the late Kabul war caused a panic 
in the country. Men were actually driven out of their 
houses by force and pressed in service, in utter disregard of 
the cries of their wives and children. Lord Randolph Church- 
ill was so much affected by the way in which impressment 
was carried on at Benares that he reported the matter to 
the Local Government. If coolies and carriage-drivers

received adequate wages from Government officers, they — 


would gladly offer their services to them as they do to 
the public. All that is necessary to put a stop to the evil is 
that officers should themselves make payments to the men, 
and not through their chaprasis, who appropriate a portion 
to themselves.. (The Kdnyakubj Prakdsh( Lucknow), for De- 
cember, complains that traders who supply provisions to 
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official camps, and that coolies and carriage-drivers, who are 
pressed in the service of officers, do not receive full payments 
for their articles and services. The evil is aggravated by the 
misconduct of chaprasis and other underlings, who seize 
more than the required number of men and carriages, and 
then release superfluous men and carriages on receipt of bribes.) 


The Najmu-l-Akhldr (Etawah), of the 12th December, in 
an article communicated by a Tah- 
sild4r, observes that the Local Gov- 
ernment has little consulted the inter- 
ests of the public in deciding to appoint separate! sub-regis- 
trars. It is a great mistake to entrust such an important 
and responsible work to such low-paid officials, They are 
sure to be amenable to bribes. True there are already 
separate sub-registrars in Oudh, but the state of things is 
not very satisfactory there. If it is intended to give some re- 
lief to hard-worked Tahsildars, they should be relieved of work 
connected with excise, roads, &., but not of registration, 
for which they receive a special allowance.

the work has been done more carefully and promptly than 
before when Talhsildars did it. No person could open the 
mouth of complaint before a Tahsildar, but the people freely 
tell their complaints to sub-registrars, The objection made 
to the introduction of the scheme in the North-Western Pro- 
vinces, on the ground that sub-registrars will not be 80 
honest as Tahsildars, is quite baseless. All that is necessary 
is that ouly respectable persons, such as zamindars, lambar- 


dars, &e., should be appointed to the office, as has been done 
in Oudh, 
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A correspondent of the A’zdd (Lucknow), of the 15th Decem- 
ber, expresses satisfaction at the eleva- 
tion of Maulvi Shams-ul-din to the office 
of naib or prime minister in Balrémpur, and observes that Mr. 
Forbes’ control over the management of the estate has really 
saved it from ruin and has done it no harm, as has been 
alleged by the A’zdd and some other newspapers. The writer 
strongly protests against the proposal, made in some quar- 
ters, for the estate being placed under the court of wards, 
saying that the court’s management is very injurious to an 
estate in the long run. There are some ill-disposed persons 
in Balrampur, whose names end in the word Singh, and who 
have the ear of the Maharani. They are busy intriguing for 
the degradation of honest officers, in order that they may have 
an opportunity for misappropriating the money of the estate.

Such barristers and pleaders generally have a 
very slight acquaintance with Urdu, and are, at all events, un- 
able to understand vernacular legal phraseology, which is full 
of difficult Persian and Arabic terms. The evil is aggravated 
by the circumstance that European barristers are generally 
examiners in the Civil and Criminal Procedure Codes, in which 
it is necessary for a candidate to obtain 33 per cent. of the 
maximum marks for passing. The candidates for the examin- 
ation have also another grievance. The necessity for holding 
the examination only at Allahabad is not very clear. It would 
be a great convenience to candidates if the examination 
were held at several suitable centres, like that of Deputy 
Collectors and Tahsildars. |

Qyestion as to who will succeed Sir 
Charles Aitchison in the Lieutenant-Governorship of the 
Panjab has lately engaged the attention of the Native Press. 
Some newspapers recommend Mr. Lyall for the office, while 
others are in favour of Sir Lepel Griffin. Sir Lepel Griffin’s 
claims are no doubt stronger, for he has lately assisted Gov- 
ernment in degrading a native chief. If he were made 
Viceroy, all Native States would ere long be entirely ruined 
and rendered fit only for the residence of the horned owl. 
Dut the writer thinks that the Superintendent of the Secre- 
tariat Press at Lahore has still stronger claims to the Lieu- 
tenant-Governorship. He is a very faithful servant of Gov- 
ernment and knows well how to cut the throats of the 
people with a blunt knife. He does not grant leave to any 
press employee, even if he is ill or a death occurs in his 
family! Any man who is absent from any cause forfeits 
three days’ pay for one day’s absence and a week’s pay for 
two days’ absence! Again, the writer complains, in another 
article, that the Superintendent has employed in the press 
two persons who have been to the criminal jail, against the

According to rule, coercive processes for the collection of 
revenue instalments should be resorted to on the 16th Decem- 
ber, but he cothmenced them on the Ist. He himself is 
constantly on tour, and villagers are exposed to great diffi- 
culty in arranging for his food and lodging.

European soldiers to- the Delhi Camp of Exercise threatens 
ee to prove a great calamity to the native 
population of that part’ of the country. European soldiers 
on their way to the camp greatly oppress the people. On 
the 12th December, an officer belonging to a regiment sta- 
tioned near the Sarhind railway-station sent a soldier to 
the city to bringsweetmeats for him. A misunderstanding 
arose between the soldier and the sweetmeat-seller. On this 
the soldier returned to the camp and brought with hima 
number of other soldiers, who committed riots in the city 
for three hours, wounding some persons. The people 
reported the matter to the Commanding Officer in vain. 
Again, on the 14th December, when the 18th Regiment of 
European Infantry was encamped at Sarai Mugal, on its way 
from Kasoli to Jallandar, some soldiers, who were a little 
drunk, first entered the shop of a trader, named Hira Mal, 
and spoilt all his things. Then they entered his house, 


which was situated next door to the shop, ill-treated his 


women, and robbed them of their jewellery. When the man 
protested against their misconduct, they beat him, one of

them fracturing his skull with a severe blow by the butt- 
end of his gun. The trader was carried by his neighbours 
to the Commanding Officer, who dismissed them with the 


remark that they had provoked the soldiers by an unjust 
interference with them ! 


LEGISLATION. 


The A’zdd (Lucknow), of the 15th December, observes that 
the Maimons Bill is a strange piece 
of legislation. The prevaience of some 
Hindu customs among them is no matter for surprise, inas- 
much as they were formerly Hindds. Ia this part of the 
country large bodies of ignorant Musalmans, especially pea- 
sants, have adopted many Hindu customs quite opposed to 
their religion. But they are not the less Musalmans for 
these adventitious customs. ‘here is no need to force a 
special law, like the Bill in question, on the Maimons. The 
Muhammadan law is quite sufficient for their requirements, 
and as Musalmians they are bound to obey it. If they depart 
from it and follow Hindu customs, Government should inter- 
fere and compel them to adhere to it. Difficulties always 
crop up when custom is allowed tv over-ride religion. When 
the Maimons are themselves desirous of following the Mu- 
hammadan law, it would be enough to decide their disputes 
in accordance with that law in future. The making of a 
declaration like the one prescribed by the Bill under review 


will expose them to a deal of unnecessary inconvenience and 
will be a kind of slur on them.

On the other 
hand, Muhammadans have all the trades, industries, and culti- 
vation in their hands, and never suffer from want of employ- 
ment. As regards their exclusion from the public servive, 
the State is not to blame. Education has made little progress 
among them, but the Darbar is always ready to utilize the 


services of educated men among them. Many Musalmans 


have been appointed to high offices; the reduction of the 


_ land tax and the abolition of export duties have only benefited 
the Muhammadan community. The same paper, of the 19th 


December, says that European visitors to Kashmir generally 
have occasion to mix oniy with lower classes of Musalmans’, 


such as boatmen, prostitutes, servants, &c., and, readily
